WASHINGTON, Sept. 4—(By the 
Associated Press.) The opening of the 
week finds increased interest in the 
financial situation in Congress, and the 
Senators are being sharply called upon 
by the public to indicate where they 
stand. The following poll of the Sen- 
ate on the repeal bill has been given 
out as one submitted to President 
Cleveland for his personal information: 
For repeal—Senators Aldrich, Alli- 
son, Brice, Caffery, Camden, Carey, 
Chandler, Cullom, Davis, Dixon, Dolph,

Doubtful, with a disposition to vote 
against ‘repeal — Senators Cail, Cam- 
eron, Hansbrough, Pascoe, Quay—5 
Several Senators age paired, but, 
should every Senator vote, the above 
is believed to be a fairly accurate 
statement. The list of Senators set 
down for repeal contains several who, 
as a last resort only, will vote for un- 
conditional repeal. Some of them 
would much prefer to have the bill 
amended, but, should they fail in this, 
they are said to be prepared-to vote 
for unconditional repeal. 

One of the amendments proposed 
provides for the coinage of bullion now 
in the treasury and the issuance of 
allver certificates therefor. 

Another will provide for the pur- 
Reem of $200,000,000 or $300,000,000 in 
silver at the discretion of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for coinage pur- 
poses. By the coinage of the bullion 
now on hand and the purchase of ad- 
ditional silver, the silver coinage of 
the United States will be between $700,- 
000,000 and $800,000,000. It is now 
nearly $600,000,000. en, $800,000,000 
shall have been reached the coinage of 
silver is to cease. 

The financial policy of France, which 
has a silver circulation of $700,000,000, 
seems to be the model which many 
Senators are disposed to follow. The 
old Bland-Allison act is also to be in- 
troduced as an amendment, and will 
be about the same amendment as when 
introduced in the House for the in- 
crease in ratio. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) There was a sharp 
contest in the Senate today between 
capital and labor, and capital won. 
Senator Allen, the new Populist 
Senator from Nebraska, attempted to 
secure an adjournment in honor of 
Labor day, and was ably seconded by 
Senators Peffer, Irby and others. 
Senator Voorhees warmly opposed the 
proposition, insisting that no greater 
compliment could be paid to labor than 
by proceeding at once to the considera- 
tion of the important legislation be- 
fore the Senate. He carried the day by 
a vote of 41 to 8. 

A joint resolution making Septem- 
ber 18 the centennial anniversary of 
the laying of the corner-stone of the 
Capitol building a holiday in Washing- 
ton passed as it came from the House. 
Senator Butler submitted an amend- 
ment to the repeal bill, removing the 
tax on State bank circulation, pro- 
vided such banks. secure circulation by 
coin or approved State or municipal 
bonds. 

Senator Gallinger introduced a bill 
supplemental to the pension act of 


June 27, 1890, providing that except in 


cases of established fraud, no pension 
shall be suspended until ninety days’ 
notice to the pensioner shall have been 
given, and after full investigation on 


| sworn. testimony. It was referred to 


the Committee on Pensions. 

Senator Allen of Nebraska presented 
a resolution directing the Secretary of 
the Treasury to inform the Senate 
whether that department had at any 
time redeemed any coin certificates in 
silver coin, as provided by the Sherman 
act; what is the coinage value of the 
uncoined silver bullion purchased under 
the act; why it has not been coined as 
the act, requires; and as to what part, 
if any, of the paper money redeemed 
in gold, since March 4, has been can- 
celed or otherwise witheld from cir- 
culation. The resolution was referred 
to the Finance Committee. 

Senator Kyle offered a free coinage 
amendment to the repal bill, which was 
also referred to the Finance Committee, 
and the repeal bill was then taken up. 
Senator Cullom of Illinois took the 
floor and spoke in favor of repeal. 
The following. are some.significant ex- 
tracts from his speech: “I am for re- 


peal, because, in my opinion, the gov-

ernment cenrot afford to buy silver 
and coin it or issue paper on it, and 
call it a dollar, when, in fact, the sil- 
ver in a dollar or what is deposited as 
sécurity for a dollar is worth less than 
60 cents. I am not a monometallist; I 
do not belleve in the disuse of either 
of the two metals named in the Con- 
stitution, but the closer commercial 
relations of nations, which mark: the 
advance of civilization, make - an inter- 
national concurrence in the free, un- 
limited coinage of both metals as 
money more desirable, if not abso- 
lutely necessary. 

The people want silver—so do I. 
The people want, firtt of all, 
our circulating medium, whether gold, 
silver or paper, to be of equal value— 
so do I. The people are more intér- 
ested in knowing that their money is 
all good, and will continue to be, than 
they are in knowing of what material 
it is made. I do not believe that if 
we discortinue the purchase of silver 
bullion now it will be long before some 
more satisfactory plan for its use will 
be devised. As long as the act re- 
mains on the statute books we will 
surely cofhe mo nearer free coinage 
than we are now, 

“The American people do not desire 
a policy toward silver, either by con- 
tinuing the purchase of bullion or by 
the adoption of free coinage, which will 
result in driving all the gold out of the 
country, making this a silver nation. 
This the majority will not, ought not, 
to submit to. Repeal does not make 
gold the standard the money of the 
country. It is a unit of value now. It 
was made so by the act of 1873. The 
United States alone cannot, in my 
opinion, maintain free coinage of sil- 
ver unless we are willing to become a 
silver nation, and drive out gold. What 
we want is an international agreement 
securing the use of both metals and 
free coinage on an agreed ratio, and if 
we repeal the act of 1890, and stop the 
purchase of silver, I believe we will 
get it. The policy of piling up silver 
bullion is not wise statesmanship, and 
in a little time will surely be stopped. 

“The United States must adopt a 
financial policy which will do even jus- 
tice between all classes and all geo- 
graphical divisions; between debtors 
and creditors, between employers and 
employed, It should be borne in mind 
that the universal bankruptcy which 
has for some time threatened the 
country is ag fetal to the creditor as 


to the debtor. 


There hag been much said in this 
debate about the attitude of the two 
parties as announced in their 
platforms. In my action I am not 
prompted by any political platform. I 
shall act as my judgment dictates is 
best. I will vote for repeal, because 
it may help to restore confidence, even 
though the Sherman act did not have 
much part in producing a lack of it.“

SURELY DEAD. 


Killing of Emin Pasha 
Confirmed. 


He Was Beheaded Fighting 
Against Natives. 


Story of a Missiondry Who Had 
It Straight. 


The Bodies of the Slain Eaten 
by Savages. 


Britain Loses Prestige in Siam—Seventeen 
Persons Drowned at Rotterdam—The 
Army Maneuvers at Metz— 

Fire at London.

LONDON, Sept. 4.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) All doubt as to the 
truth of the report that Emin Pasha, 
the African explorer, is dead, is set at 
rest by the story told to the Associated 
Press by A. J. Swan, 
from Ujiji. He says he has it from 
undoubted authority and from several 
sources that, as Emin was making his 
way to the coast, he and his band were 
surrounded by natives, set on by Arabs. 

One of the native chiefs, coming up 
behind Emin, with a stroke of his 
large curved knife, beheaded him. 
Emin’s native followers were then. 
slain, and the bodies of the whole 
party, including Emin’s, were devoured 
by the savages. 


THE ARMY MANEUVERS. 
e Witnessed by a Large Concourse of 


METZ, Sept. 4—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) Fully ten thousand 
persons today witnessed the army 
maneuvers. The young Kaiser re- 
viewed the Sixteenth Army Corps, and 
he was accompanied by the Crown 
Prince of Naples and other royal dig- 
nitaries, and was followed by a bril- 
liant staff of officers. The review con- 
sumed several hours. 

Two hundred Italian workmen took 
the occasion to present to the Prince of 
Naples a loyal address. Since his ar- 
rival in Metz the Crown Prince has 
worn the Prussian yniform on all pub- 
lic occasions. 


HOW FRANCE VI VIEWS rr. . 


The Reception of Emperor William at Mexz 
Commented On. 

PARIS, Sept. 4—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) The declaration at 
Metz of Emperor William that he is 
firmly determined to maintain the peace 
of Europe has attracted much atten- 
tion in the newspapers of France, and 
comnents upon its significance are free- 
ly made. The moderate journals call 
particular attention to the impressive 
nature of the Emperor’s reception in 
Metz, but none of them will admit his 
welcome, however warm it might have 
been, constituted an abandonment of 
the protest of Alsace-Lorraing against 
the dominance of Germany.

Workingmen Celebrate on Their 
Holiday.

A Great Turnout in the City of Chicago 
New York and Other Points 
Show Up Well—No Dis- 
turbances, 


* 


CHICAGO,. Sept. 4—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) Organized labor of 
this city made one of the greatest 
demonstrations in its history today, 
massing in parade from forty to fifty 
thousand men. Mayor Harrison headed 
the procession as honorary marshal, 
while practically every labor organi- 
zation in the city furnished a quota 
of men. 

This afternoon a monster picnic was 
held at Kuhns’s Park, under the direc- 
tion of the Trade and Labor Assembly, 
and one at night at Ogden’s Grove 
under the. direction of the Building 
Gov. Altgeld was one 
of the speakers. The Governor in his 
address said, referffng to the present 
commercial and industrial depression: 
“You are not responsible for this con- 
dition. Men here and in Europe, who 
call themeslives statesmen, have in- 
augurated policies of which this is the 
natural result. Considering the in- 
crease in population, the increase in 
industries and the commercial activity 
of the world, as well as the increased 
area over which business is done, 
there has been in recent years a 
practical reduction in the volume of 
money of the world from 33 to 40 per 
cent., and there had, of necessity, to 
follow ashrinkage in the value of 
property to a corresponding extent. 

“If, for some years to come, there 
should not be sufficient blood in the in- 
dustrial and commercial world to make 
affairs healthy, you must console your- 
selves with the thought that our coun- 
try, with all other great nations, has 
been placed on a narrow gold basis; 
and you will not be troubled with any 
of those cheap dollars that the big 
newspapers claim you do not want. 
Combination and concentration are the 
masters of this age. Let the laborers 
learn from this, and ast accordingly.’’

Later on an importer of Malaga 
grapes appeared and asked for a re- 
duction to the specific duty of 25 cents 
per barrel. These grapes, he sad. 
grow nowhere else in the world, al- 
though a grape of a similar kind is 
giown in California. The difficulty is 
that the California grape does not 
keep well, so that in the months of 
January and February, the Malaga 
grape is the only grape on sale in 
this country. About two hundred and 
fifty thousand barrels of these 
grapes are annually imported. The 
revenue amounts to $150,000. 

The importer said he did not advo- 
cate placing these grapes on the free 
list, as he belleved these importations 
should pay @ fair and equitable trib- 
ute to this country.

Were the importation 
to increc »* to this point, the price per 
barrel would “decrease 50 cents, on ac- 
count of the larger supply, and the 
grapes would be placed within the 
reach of many people now debarred.

A Demand for Higher Tariff. 

(Fresno Republican:) The tariff on 
raisins is too low. It leaves the Cali- 
fornia grower at a disadvantage com- 
pared to the foreign producer. The 
cost of transportation to the principal 
markets is materially less for the Span- 
ish grower, and the cost of his labor 
is less than one-third of that paid by 
the California grower. These differ; 
ences should be equalized by the tariff. 
The duty on raisins should not be less 
than 8 cents per pound—iifider present 
conditions 4 cents would not be too 
much. Zante currants saould also pay 
a duty of not less than 2 cents a pound 
in order to promote the home produc- 
tioa of seedless raisins, which éan be 
produced as cheaply as the currants, 
barring the difference in cost of labor 
and transportation. There is not the 


shadow of excuse for lowering the tarift-| * 


on raisins in order to prevent extortidn- 
ate prices. Home production has now. 
reached that stage that its own compe- 
tition. will keep prices close to the cost 
of production. As the duty stands.now, 
it is not high enough to offset the ad- 
vantages of cheap transportation and 
cheap labor — by the Spanish 
grower. It should be increased to that 
extent.

‘IT have been living near a cotton- 
seed oil mill ever since the industry 
was begun, have been using * the 
oil and meal for years, but never heard 
such a charge before. That ‘record’ 
must be bogus, at least the ‘scientific’ 
part. The absence of cottonseed meal 
from the feed of dairy cattle and sheep 


has been tar more deadly than the quad 


tities they have eaten. I never knew 
it was accused of being unpalatadle.“ 
The ‘testimony’ of 
physicians must be a fraud. We neves 
heard of it down here. 

»Jhave nothing to say against olive 
oil. There is room for it, and long use 
and the prejudices of some people will 
always make a demand for it. But it ig 
possible to do justice to olive oil with- 
out disparaging cottonseed oil. I have 
used the latter for years without any 
bad results, and like it. Theemployees 
of the various milis use it almost exclu- 
sively as a substitute for pork and lard, 
and say it is cheaper, healthier and 
more palatable. I have used the ‘meal’

and bulls for years in feeding dairy and 


other cattle and sheep, with entire sat- 
isfaction to myself and stock. In fact, 
of all the food I have seen given to cat- 
tle, there is none they eat with so much 
greed and voracity asa mixture of cot- 
tonseed meal and hulls. I fed my sheep 
exclusively on it last winter with the 


dest results Jever had. The experience 


of others is in harmony with my own. 
Lawe's and Gilbert's testimony in favor 
of the meal as feed for cattle and ma- 
nure is famous. I have been a careful 
and extensive reader, trying, though a 
a farmer, to keep step with the progress 
of the age, but I-have never seen any 
testimony of ‘Southern physicians 
against the wholesomeness of cottonseed 
oil.“ It is ture many Southern people 
have a prejudice against it as an article 
of food, but that is fast giving wa So 
they have against olive oil. Physi- 
cians, chemists and others say it is bet- 
ter and healthier than the lard we get 
from Chicago and other pork-packing 
centers. It is largely mixed with lard, 

and doubtless lard is improved by the 
mixture. So rapidly is it making its 
way in the markets of the country, that 


the hog-raisers have been trying to en- 


list the aid of the government to force 
their measly lard and pork, on consum- 
ers. 

I call your attention to this because 
Idon’t believe so fair and magnani- 
mous a paper as the Examiner would 
lend fts countenance to an unjust and 
slanderous attack on a competing indus- 
try. I would not have noticed the 
charge had it not come from 80 respect- 
able asource. California can afford to 
be just. Indeed, with her unparalleled 
resources she can afford to be magnani- 
mously generous. Her prosperity has 
been a world's wonder. Her future is 
radiant with the brightest hope of the 
race. 

‘Cottonseed oil is fast becoming an 
important factor in commerce, and is 
vet iu its infancy. It is addi-g¢g an- 
other—a large and wholesome—sup- 
ply to the stock of human food. Itis a 
benefaction. As an industry it is to the 
farmer only an incident, but it is 
becoming a very important one. 
Every year increases its importance, 
extends its use, and strengthens its hold 
on the affections of the people. It is 
too late to attempt to dislodge it. It 
asks no favors from legislation, only 
an equal chance 
according to the law of supply and de- 
mand among competing commodities.

meal, but am only a farmer who has

Summer Treatment of Apricots. 

A writer in the Pomona Progresssays 
he has seen this year several apricot. 
growers, whose orchards were allowed 
to grow to weeds about half the year 
and not intelligently cared for the 
other half, hauling their apricots from 
one fruit-buyer to another, trying to 
find some one who would take theia, 
The prices tor apricots have not been 
high this year, yet those who took good 
care of their orcharas and had nice 
fruit and a good yield made money. 
The writer is a strong advocate of sum- 
mer pruning and a cqpiovus irrigation 
immediately afterward. He says: It 
is a waste of fruit and money 
to allow trees to consume their 
strer 7th forming thousands of buds that 
are of no use. The branches may after- 
ward be cut off, but the mischief has 
been done; the strength of the tree has 
been wasted. Apricot trees should bé 
pruned as soon after the crop has been 

gathered as possible. If it hasnot been 
— already this year it should be done 
at once. Then the trees should have 
one good irrigation right away. It 
helps to tone up the trees and give 
them vigor for the formation of strong 
and healthy buds. Some trim their 
trees and let the irrigating go fora 
month or two. They doit whenever it 
happens to be convenient, and care for 
their orchards all the time on that plan, 
and never raise good fruit.“ 
sound doctrine in regions of high sum- 
mer heat, where the trees make heavy 
early growth and need — to fa- 
ish up the season with. .

Never since the boom has there 
been such a demand for houses to rent 
as at present. Labor and material 
are both cheap. Viewed from any 
standpoint, therefore, whether of hu- 
manitarianism er profit, the motion to 
make improvements at the present 
time is a good one, and should pre- 
vail. 


Co-operation vs. Overproduction. 

Reference was made in our agricul- 
tural department recently to the fact 
that some of the orange-growers in 
the San Gabriel Valley are feeding 
hogs on second-class fruit. Now 
comes a report from Fresno that the 
Cudahy Packing Company of Omaha 
has offered to advance money to re- 
sponsible vineyardists in that section, 
with which to purchase hogs to eat 
the raisin crop on the vines. By this 
means there need be no money raised 
to pay labor expenses for curing the 
raisins, and the unsettled condition of 
the raisin market makes it necessary 
fhat’no chance be taken by the grower. 
Several vineyardists are reported to 
have accepted this plan of disposing of 
their raisins, and many more will be 
likely to do the same. 

Eastern people are becoming accus- 
tomed to all sorts of peculiar things 
in California, but they will get another 
surprise when they learn that the 
Golden State is raising hogs on or- 
anges and raisin grapes. 

For the benefit of those who may be 
inclined to draw conclusions from 
these items, which will doubtless run 
the gamut of the Eastern press. It 
‘Bhould be remarked that it is a mis- 
take to suppose that either oranges 
or raisins are without value in Call- 
fornia, and that we are about to turn 
our vineyards and orange groves into 
nog ranches. First-class oranges will 
Always find a market at a fair price, 
and the difficulty in the raisin mar- 
ket this year is mainly due to the 

culty experienced by growers in 


obtaining money to move the crop. 


It is true that the immediate outlook 
for our fruit-growers is not very bril- 
ant, but those who rush to the con- 
Slusion that the production is over- 
done are badly mistaken. It is not a 
guestion of over-production so much 


ws of inability to place the product in! 


the hands of the consumers at a rea- 
Bonable advance over the cost of pro- 
duction. 

Undoubtediy the true solution of this 
@ifficulty lies in co-operation on the 
Bart of growers. A brilliant example 
of. what may be done in this manner 
iw furnished b the Santa Clara 
County Fruit Exchange. There are 
now 600 fruit-growers in the exchange, 
and before it is a year older it will

Growers of deciduous fruits in South- 
ern California should imitate the or- 
ange-growers, and organize for their 
own protection.

The ‘*Write-up.’’ 
It is to be anticipated that, with the 
advent of the Midwinter Fair, the lead- 
ing newspapers of San Francisco will 
send emissaries throughout the length 
and breadth of the State to, solicit 
“write-ups” for their special editions, 
which undoubtedly will be of mam- 
moth proportions, and will literally 
carry great weight. 
All this is very legitimate and 
proper, but citizens of the interior,“ 
as, likewise of the cow counties.“ be- 
fore they commit themselves to any 
particular method of advertising, 
should weigh calmly ths merits and de- 
merits of the various systems which 
are presented for their approval. Ad- 
vertising is not—or should not be- a 
question of sentiment, but of hard. cold 
facts. The business man pays out his 
dollar for notoriety when he has rea- 
sonable ground to expect that he may 


receive two or more dollars in urn 
therefor. 
Now, when a great metropolitan 


journal, published in the metropolis of 
the State, sends a young man out to 
„write up' a section of the State, what 


ments, there is every encouragement it.“ of course. As Chesterfield said, in 


his celebrated letters to his son, which 
were at one time commend for 
youthful reading: Get money, my son; 
get it honestly if you can, but get 
money!“ That is the motto of the met- 
ropolitan write up' agent, ‘only he 
skips all but the last two words. He 
knows nothing and cares less about 
the section which he is hired to (mis)- 
represent. The prominent citizen with 


a grievance (and a pocketful of cigars,) 


or the ‘“whole-souled, genial gentle- 
man,“ with an aspiration for the office 
of deputy-asistant-levee-inspector, is 
naturally a bigger factor in the eyes 
of this literary emissary than the most 
important public improvement, which 
has no object in being typographically 
„pboosted' into the fame which at- 
taches to a big headline. 

Meantime, the puff.“ written to or- 
der. is buried in the recesses of an 
immense mess of similar stuff, which 
is scarcely glanced at by the average 
reader. It carries upon its forehead 
the mark of the beast—the paid write- 
up’’—which even the ordinary reader is 
beginning to understand—and avoid. 
Would it not be far more profitable 
for business men to contribute a rea- 
sonable amount to the leading papers 
of the section in which they reside 
in order to assist those papers in get- 
ting out a full and correct description 
of their respective regions, written 
from the standpoint of an insider, who. 
has the interest of the section at heart? 
Is not such an advertisement likely to 
accomplish far more good to the sec- 
tion in general, and to each individual 
business man in particular, than a 
paid write-up“ in an outside jour- 
nal? Such papers can be deposited at 
the fair, and by aid of a small contri- 
bution from citizens can be mailed 
in large numbers to friends of all who 
visit there. If notoriety in the San 
Francisco dailies is desired, that can 
be far better attained by .means of 
an advertisement of moderate size, in- 
serted occasionally in the ordinary is- 
sues, than by a “write-up” buried in a 
mammoth number composed chiefly of 
similar paid matter which few read 
and scarcely any remember. 


Topolobampo. 
We have received a long communica- 
tion from J. H. Dempsey, who disap- 
proves our recent statement that the 
Topolobampo colony is a dismal fail- 
ure. Mr. Dempsey encloses a report 


from an American authority on the 


colony, which gives a roseate descrip- 
tion of the state of affairs existing 
there. Our correspondent concludes 
his article by requesting its publication 
in our paper to “correct any sent 
ments of the people that are derogative 
to the cause of integral co-operation.” 
With all due respect to Mr. Dempsey 
and the cause of integral co-operation, 
for which we entertain a great respect,

failure as far as comfort and happi- 
ness are concerned to those who are 
not under the immediate patronage of 
this man Owen, or of the gang which 
runs things at the colony. When we 
said that this enterprise was a dismal 
failure. we did not intend to convey 
the impression that good and profitable 
crops may not be raised there. Many 
an Eastern cotton plantation before 
the war was a brilliant success, but 
mone the leds the life ot a slave on 
those plantations was.a’ dismal failure.

men and ladies organized in Los Ange- 
les for the purpose of making up a 
company to go and settle at Topolo- 
bampo. Meetings were held every 
week, and the proceedings were fully 
reported in The Times. After careful 
investigation, it was decided that the 
character of the management of the 
Mexican enterprise was not such as 
would inspire confidence, and the 
project was abandoned in favor of a 
settlement at Clearwater, in this 
county. We are not aware that there 
has been any change in the manage- 
ment of this enterprise or its character 
since that time, although we are 
pleased to learn that the colonists are 
now raising some crops and do not run 
so much risk of absolute starvation. 

It is only a few days since we wrote 
at some length on the subject of co- 
operative colonies, while referring to a 
new enterprise in Kern county. As 
we then stated, the co-operative sys- 
tern is a most excellent and beneficial 
one, provided it is carried out in a 
practical, business-like manner, and 
that each colonist is an independent 
factor apart from the main co-opera- 
tive features of the enterprise, but 
such chimeras as the Kaweah and Top- 
olobampo schemes have always proven 
failures, and always will do so until 
human nature approaches much nearer 
to the point of perfection than it has 
reached at present. The only in- 
stance in which such theoretical aspi- 
rations have proved measurably suc- 
cessful have been in the case of men 
and women bound together by a strong 
tie of fervid religious belief, and even 
in such cases dissension and disruption 
have been the rule rather than the ex- 
ception. 


There is an increase of desertions 
from the army over last year, and it 
is attributed by army officers to the 
new. law, which forbids re-enlistment 


after ten years service. The law is 


regarded by most officers as an 
absurdity, and an injustice as well. 
Drilled soldiers who have served ten 
years ought to be worth more as sol- 
diers than are raw recruits. Besides, 
previous laws allowed soldiers who had 
served thirty years to retire to the 
Soldiers’ Home during the remainder 
of their lives. The enlistment of most 
soldiers in recent years was made 
under this condition, and, as it has 
been made impossible, the soldiers may 
justly think the contract with them 
has been violated by the government. 
Enlisted men should certainly have all 
the rights promised them when they 
enlisted.

A commission merchant of San An- 
tonio, Tex., has received an order to 
purchase 200,000 pounds of mesquite 
beans for export to Germany. It is 
said the German governmegt is pur- 
chasing the beans to experiment in 
feeding them to the cavalry horses of 
the German army. Forage is very scarce 
and dear at this time in Germany, and 
the fame of the nutritious mesquite 
bean has reached the empire. It is be- 
lieved, these beans can be gathered here 
and éxportea profitably to Germany, 
and if so, it will open up a new in- 
dustry. The mesquite bean grows 
plentifully upon the mesas of Arizona, 
where it is gathered by the Indians 
and pounded up into meal from which 
cakes are made. There are few sec- 
tions of the United States which can- 
not grow something that can be profit- 
ably marketed in Europe.

Class Legislation in Favor of 
Attorneys. 


The Law. Library Fund“ Act Which Exacts 
One Dollar Extra Costs to Furnish — 
Mental Stimulus for 
Lawyers. 


ment, every_little item of unnecessary 
expense is being pruned and lopped off 
by private employers and corporations. 
But the emoluments, salaries, fees and 
other little perquisites of public ser- 
vants, fixed by law in times of highest 
prosperity, still go on at the old rates, 
and the poor litigant, primarily, and 
the taxpayer, in general, have to pay 
the piper. 
A gentleman who has recently insti- 
tuted a small law suit in the Supeiror 
Court of this county, yesterday, called 
a reporter's attention to the fact that 
in his bill of costs was the item, ‘$1 
for law library fund.” He denounced 
this as a most flagrant piece of class 
legislation, and wanted to know why, 
on the same reasoning, litigants did 
not also have to contribute $1 each 
toward the maintenance of a medical 
library, or libraries for the exclusive 
benefit of architects, civil engineers, 
and even carpenters and machinists. 
At first it seemed almost incredible 
that in addition to the usual heavy 
expense incident to litigation, an extra 
dollar was thus legally exacted from 
those ,unfortunate enough to go to 
law. ut a perusal of the statutes 
shows that this is done under authority 
‘of an act to establish law libraries, ap- 
‘proved March 31, 1891. : 
There is no getting around the law; 
it is as plain as lawyers in the Legis- 
lature working for their own advant- 
age can make it. The dollar must be 
paid, and provisions are made for the 
keeping of a separate “library fund 
account” by both the county clerk an 
treasurer. 
On the commencement in, or re- 
moval to, the Superior Court of any 
county in this State, in any civil ac- 
tion, proceeding or appeal, the party 
ingtituting such proceeding, or filing 
said first papers, shall pay to the Clerk 
of said court the sum of $1, as costs, 
for a fund to be known as a law li- 
brary fund, and to be expended in the 
purchase of law books and periodicals, 
and to be under the direction of a 
board of trustees. These are the ex- 
plicit terms in which this piece cf class 
legislation is framed. \ 
Another section of this act compels 
the Board of Supervisors to provide a 
room for the books and periodicals 
thus taken from the pockets of liti- 
gants. A sop is thrown tothe public in 
a section of the law which orders that 
said library shall be free to the judi- 
clary and county officials, without pay- 
ment of dues, and free (7) to all inhab- 


| itants of the county in which the l- 


brary is located, on payment of such 
dues as may be ordained by tbe board 
of trustees. 

The reporter interviewed several 
prominent attorneys on the subject, 
and all said that it was a shame that 
the law should compel them to appear 
as almoners of unfortunate litigants. 
A law library was a good thing, but 
the attorneys who wished to avail 
themselves of the benefits were well 
able to afford the small pro rata re- 
uired to support such an institution: 
here was no mecessity for this pica 
yunish bleeding of litigants. 
The general impression was that the 
law had been originally passed by the 
Legislature of a thousand scandals,”’ 
with the purpose of providing places 
as librarians for a number of broken- 
down attorneys all over the State. At 
any rate these law libraries are not 
much used, and, if a necessity, they 
should be supported by the lawyers 
themselves, and not by forced outside 
contributions. 
A gentleman who has retired frdm 
the practice of law, and is now en- 
gaged in mercantile pursuits, said it 
was just such things as these that 
brought the profession into disrepute. 
The ordinary citizen looks upon an at- 
torney as something akin to a high- 
way robber, and this opinion generally 
remains unchanged after he goes 
through a law suit. It is easy enough 
to get such laws passed through a leg- 
islature composed mostly of attorneys, 
but, one of these days, the gentleman 
predicted, a legislature of business men 
and farmers would be elected, and 
these legalized forms of extortion 
would be wiped off the statute books. 
At any rate, he said, this piece of class 
legislation should be repealed at the 
very next session of the Legislature.

Be Deprived of His Official Dignity. 
Lugo Gets a Three-years’

A Supreme Court opinion has been 
rendered in the case of Kiessig vs. 
Allspaugh et al., judgment and orders 
of the lower court being affirmed. 

The plaintiff. in. the action sought to 
recover $1807.25 upon a-building con- 
tractor’s bond executed to him by the 
defendants. .Allspaugh and Hall as 
principles, and by the defendant Lun- 
deen as surety. The bond sued upon 
was executed on October 15, 1887, and, 
after reciting the fact the complainant 

leged that the principals therein had 

October 14, 1887, entered into a con- 
t with the -plaintiff to build for 
m a certain house, for the price and 
accordance with specifications con- 
ned in the contract, which were as 

lows: Now, therefor, we, A. M.

sors, in the sum of $5000 to forever 
sold harmless said Charles Kiessig

said hour.’ 

The o#ginal building contract was 
not recoſled. The price therein agreed 
to be d for the construction of the 
building) was $8000. Work unden the 
contract was commenced after the exe- 
cution d the bond referred to, and the 
building was completed by the con- 
tractor: in accordance with the plans 


tion o the contract price, the amount 
sued or in the action for the pur- 


pose & discharging the liens for ma- 


terial used in and labor performed on 
the wmilding. Judgment was rendered 
in tle Superior Court in favor of 
plaintiff and the defendant Lundeen 
appealed. 

The Supreme Court opinion, deliv- 
ered in bank, recites that it is pro- 
vided by section 1183 of the Code of 
Cfvil Precedure that all contracts for 
the construction of buildings, when 
the amount agreed to be paid therefor 
exceeds $1000, shall be in writing and 
fied in the office of the Recorder of 
the county where the property is sit- 
uated, before work is commenced un- 
der the contract, and if not filed with 
the Recorder that it shall be wholly 
void and no recov cam be had 
thereunder by either party. The sec- 
tion further provides that,. in such 
case the labor and materials of all 
persons except the contractors should 
be deemed to have been done and fur- 
nished at the personal instance of the 
owner and they should have a lien 
for the value thereof. 

The appellant Lundeen claimed that 
‘the bond sued upon in the action was 
dependent upon the contract referred 
to therein, and that, as this contract 
was wholly void under the section of 
the code referred to because not filed 
‘with the County Recorder, and that 
the bond was void also. The point thus 
presented was decided adversely to 
the contention of the appellant, in the 
“case of Kiessig vs. Allspaugh et al., 91 
California 234, in which the validity of 
the same bond was attacked by one of 
the principals named, upon the ground 
urged by appellant. In answering the 
objection to its validity the court then 
said: Although the.original contract 
could not be enforced, because not re- 
corded, the contractor might, neverthe- 
less, perform, and the plaintiff could 

ept such performance, and neither 

guilty of any sores in so doing; 
and if in performing the appellant in- 
curred a personal liability for labor 
or materials, which was discharged by 
the plaintiff in order to remove a lien 
from his own property or at the re- 
quest of the appellant, the obligation 
to repay. plaintiff is created by law, 
and would exist independently of the 
building eontract, and is not affected 
by any defect therein, and is a suf- 
ficient consideration to support the 
express undertaking of defendant to 
repay, and the bond may, therefore, 
be deemed so far an independent un- 
dertaking that the right to enforce it 
does not depend upon’ the subsequent 
or continued validity of the building 
contract. As already stated, this bond 
fs not within the letter of the section, 
and, it may be added, that it is not 
within its reason or spirit, and its en- 
‘forcement is not in conflict with the 
policy of that section.” 

The sole purpose of the bond was to 
protect the plaintiff against the con- 
@equences of a failure of the contrac- 
tors to pay the personal obligations 
which they might incur for labor and 
material, in the event that they actu- 
ally constructed for him the building 
referred to in the contract, and it was 
__ the duty of the court to enforge it ac- 


~~ cording to its terms. 


The judgment would, therefore, be 
rmed.

(Chicago Record:) Somebody had 
been calling the attention of the wife 
of the Maharajah of Kapurthala to ob- 
jects of special interest at Jackson 
Park.

Consumption Not Caused by Cold. 

(New York Herald) Everybody 
should clearly understand that con- 
sumption is never the result of catch- 
ing cold, and this is proved by the 
fact that it does, or rather did, not ex- 
ist in certain cold countries, such as 
Ireland or the Faroe Islands, until the 
disease made its appearance with the 
habitual use of alcohol. 

Pulmonary phthisis has only two fac- 
tors, lack of pure air and the abuse of 
alcoholic drinks, to which can be added 
pathological conditions, which, like dia- 
betes, undermine the patient. ~ 

Phthisis spreads in direct ratio to the 
use of houses, to the increase in the 
number of stories to our houses, and 
to the desertion of life in the fields for 
life in the city. 

The disease is rare toward the equa- 
tor, for the simple reason that there 
are no manufacturing towns in that 
latitude. If large manufactories and 
agglomerations of human beings were 
to be formed in such regions, consump- 
‘tion would appear just as in any other 
spot, without the action of cold hav- 
ing anything to do with the matter. 

According to whether the complaint 
is originated by the one or the other of 
the two causes mentioned above, it af- 
fects a different portion of the breath- 
ing apparatus. When a person be- 
comes consumptive through an insiffii- 
cient supply of pure air the tubercles 
form in the forward portion of the left 
apex, but with alcoholic patients they 
develop at the right apex, and these 
localizations are so habitual that in M. 
Lancereaux’s opinion they are sufficient 
in ninety-nine cases out of one hun- 
dred to throw the physician on the 
track of the true cause of the disease.

Silver in Congress. 
- (Harper’s Weekly: The movement 
or the restoration of silver as a money 
metal began in this country with the 


passage of the Bland free-coinage bill, 


which after amendment secured by 
Mr. Allison in the Senate, became a 
law in February,. 1878. Mr. Bland did 
not originate the silver movement, for 
the question of coinage was universal 
in the later seventies. While his bill 
was under discussion, continental Eu- 
rope was adopting the gold standard. 
In 1870 Great Britain was the only gold- 
standard country in the world by law. 
The United: States were practically a 
gold-standard @ountry, for the silver 
dollar, being undervalued, did not cir- 
culate. In 1871 Germany adopted the 
gold standard, and practically threw 
her old silver coins on the market in 
the form ot bullion. Holland followed 
in 1873, the Latin Union in 1876, and 
Spain in 1878. 

The immediate reason for this move- 
ment was the depreciation of silver. 
Silver had fallen, by reason of the dis- 


covery of the great American silver 


mines, from 615d. per ounce in 1863, 
to 59 d. in 1873, when the demonetiza- 
tion act was passed. By 1877 it was 
down to 64 13-16d., and the mine-own- 
ers began to fear that they would lose 
the great profits which had made the 
most of them multi-millionaires.

The City Councii Meets in Reg- 
7 ular Session. 


Mr. MeLachlan Discusses Electric Road 
Franchises The Marshal Captures 
a Bad Young. Man—Mr. 
Rossiter’s Victory. 


The City Council met in regular ses- 
sion at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
Mator Weed . presided, and all the 
trustees were present. 

All bills filed to date were referred 
to the Committee on Auditing and Fi- 
nance without reading. 

The Auditing Committee reported 

favorably on bills to the amount of 
$140.49, which report was approved and 
the necessary warrants were ordered 
drawn. 
A petition, signed by William Men- 
ner, Charles M. Parker, Mary S. White 
and Mary E. Parker, was read asking 
that the alleys in lot 12, block J, of the 
San Pasqual tract, be declared vacated 
and closed. The City Attorney was in- 
structed to prepare the necessary pa- 
pers to comply with the request of the 
petitioners. 

A petition, signed by Thomas Ban- 
bury, H. N. Sargent, L. Craig, John 
McPonaid and Joseph Wallace, was 
submitted, asking that the 
grade of Lincoln avenue be estab- 
fished, between Orange Grove avenue 


and the north line of Mountain street. 


The City Emgineer was instructed to 
make the necessary survey. 
STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 

On motion, bids were opened for lay- 
ing a cement sidewalk, cobble-stone 
curb and gutter, on the ‘west side of 
Les Robles avenue, between Colorado 
and Center streets, as follows: James 
M. Dovey, sidewalk 11% cents per 
square foot, curb 12 cents per lineal 
foot, gutter 15 cents per lineal foot; 
Gray Bros.“ Artificial Stone Paving 
Company, sidewalk 12 cents, curb 13 
gents, gutter 18 cents; Eugene Fain, 
sidewalk il cents, curb 10 cents, gutter 
16 cents. A resolution was passed 
awarding the contract to Fain. 

The following bids were opened for 
similar work on Palmetto street: Gray 
Bros.“ Artificial Stone Paving Com- 
pany, sidewalk 12% cents, curb 33 cents, 
gutter 17 cents; Hogan Bros., sidewalk 
12% cents, curb 35 cents, gutter 20 
cents; Owen Kinsman, sidewalk 10% 
cents, curb 31 cents, gutter 15 cents. 
The contract was awarded to Kinsman.

City Recorder Rossiter submitted his 
report for the month of August, which 
was referred to the Auditing and Fi- 
mance Committee.

The reports of the City Tax Col- 
lector, Poundmaster and Marshal for 
August were also submitted and re- 
ferred. 

ELECTRIC ROAD FRANCHISES. 

Ex-Dist.-Atty. James McLachlan ad- 
dressed the board in the interest of the 
Los Angeles Consolidated Electric Rail- 
way Company, with reference to the 
proposed franchises which the com- 
pany asks for in Pasadena. Mr. Mc- 
Lachlan stated that he was present to 
call up the petitions heretofore filed by 
Messrs. Foster and Painter for fran- 
chises, but, as the proposed franchises 
were locked in the office of the City At- 
torney, and he was absent, it would be 
impossible to take the matter up intel- 
Ugently without the documents. Mr. 
McLachlan stated, however, that his 
clients still desire a franchise over the 
route indicated in the original peti- 
tions. When asked why his clients 
wanted franchises over parallel streets 
but a short distance apart, he said they 
had never told him, but he could 
imagine that a liberal franchise in Pas- 
adena might be an advantage to any 

ration attempting such a great 

enterprise in these depressed times, as 
building an electric railroad between 
Pasadena and Los Angeles. To prop- 
erly build and equip such a road will 
require the expenditure of upward of 
$500,000. 
will be built as all other railroads are 
built—by issuing bonds and selling 
them in the money markets of the 
world. When these bonds are pre- 
sented for sale, before the capitalist 
parts with his money for them, he will 
inquire carefully into the rights, priv- 
lleges and franchises that these bonds 
represent, and, unless he finds them 
adequate, he will not buy them; and 
without the sale of the bonds the rail- 
road cannot be built. No individual or 
corpcration has the ready cash with 
which to build this road, especially in 
these hard times. It Will om be built 
by floating the bonds of the new enter- 
prise. He said it was possible that the 
projectors of this enterprise might find 
that, by building on Colorado street, 
or Fair Oaks avenue, they might be 
able to float more bonds than by build- 
ing upon other parallel streets; and the 
game may be true of other streets, 
hence he could see good reason for 
asking for franchises over streets that 
now appear unnecessary. To fail to 
grant these privileges now may dis- 
courage them in the enterprise to a de- 
gree that they will be obliged to aban- 
don it entirely. 

Mr. McLachlan said that no individ- 
wals or corporations are hunting or 
begging for privileges to expend vast 
sums of money for the sole benefit of 
other individuals or communities at 
the present time, and he had faith ir 
the good judgment and integrity of 
the City Council that it would do all 
fn its power to assist in every way 
Gonsistent with its duties, as the repre 
sentative of the people and the best in- 
t ts of Pasadena, the promoters of 

is great enterprise.

Stage Difficulties. 

(London Figaro:) The hushing down 
of applause during the progress of a 
Wagnerian opera appeared rather to 
disconcert Mr. Lassalle, who, on mak- 
ing his first appearance this season in 
“The Flying Dutchman,“ at Covent 
Garden last. week, was received abso- 
lutely without a hand. Between the 
acts, however, he was accorded as 
much applause as he could have de- 
sired. The performance of The Fly- 
ing Dutchman’ must have been con- 
sidered a strange one by any members 
of the Wagner party who may have 
been present. Some of the artists, in 
accordance with Italian precedent, 
sung to the footlights instead of each 
other, the band conducted by the Ital- 
ian, Mr. Mancinelli, went at it with 
vigor the drummer particularly making 
a night of it, while the hitches in the 
stage arrangements were often very 
laughable. To see several men walking 
in the trough of the sea pulling along 
the antic phantom ship of the 
Dutchman, calling to each other “Get 
on!’ and Whoa!“ as the vessel from 
time to time struck on a rock, was 
amusing enough. Mild wagers were 
laid that “The Flying Dutchman“ 
would never get to land at all, and, in- 
deed, Mr. Mancinelli laid down his 
baton and stopped his band while the 
ship was being maneuvered. It was 
not the fault of Mr. Lassalle, for he 
clearly could not be expected to walk 
the waves. In the last act, too, the 
ship absolutely refused to smash up, 
and it was left still swimmi the 
ocean when the curtain finally fell. In 
compensation for this sort of thing, 
Wagner's music was sung by Mme. 
Albani, Mr. Lassalle an Edward de 
Reszke, as certainly no German artist 
now on the stage could possibly have 
sung it.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


Proceedings of the Regular Monthly Meet- 
ing. 

The Historical Society of Southern 
California held its regular monthly 
meeting in Judge Austin’s courtroom 
last evening, the room being well filled 
with members and visitors. 

Mrs. Emma Sickte Marshall read a 
paper descriptive of the scenery around 
Donner Lake, where the Donner party 
wintered in 1846, and where so many 
of that ill-fated company perished of 
starvation. She exhibited some relics 
found on the grounds, and described 
Mr. McGlashin’s museum of Donner 
relics at Truckee. Mr. McGlashin has 
been for years endeavoring ‘to obtain 
means to erect a monument to the 
memory of those who died in that 
dreary camp. Mrs. Marshall's interest- 
ing paper was listened to with close at- 
tention, and was highly appreciated by 
the intelligent audience present. 

R. H. Hewitt read a paper on the 
“Great Financial Panic of 1857.“ He 
described in graphic language that 
period of financial madness, and con- 
trasted it with the panic of 1893.

A discussion arose in regard to an 
old Mexican cannon on the Los Vir- 
gines Rancho. The secretary, Mr. 
Guinn, stated that he had made an 
effort to obtain it for the society, but 
did not succeed. Miss Hattie Canfield 
stated that the cannon was now in 
possession of a Mr. Dominguez. 

This cannoh is supposed to have 
been abandoned by Gov. Micheltoreno 
on his march southward to fight Pico 
and Castro, in 1845.
